STORY OF SUNSET 


Sunset, Texas (Special)—Sam 
Smith constructed a smatl house 
on the north side of Wise County, 
on the ridge between Brushy and 
Sandy Creeks, early in 1881, 69 
years ago, and that was the be­ 
ginning of the town now known 
as Sunset. The house was for 
use as a grocery store. It was 
made 
of 
cottonwood 
lumh r 
sawed from native trees in the 
Brushy Valley east of Sunset 
where one of the early settlers 
had installed a small circle saw 
mill in the open by a lake of 
water. 
The house was covered 
with boards made from native, 
post oak timber cut near the 
building site. 
The house was stocked with a 
small line of groceries and the 
store became the trading center 
for the few pioneer families of 
the area. Goods to keep the store 
supplied 
for 
the 
trade 
were 
hauled in wagons for quite a dis­ 
tance. Some w’ere brought over 
from 
Gainesville, 
some 
from 
Fort Worth and some from other 
points farther away. Three days, 
or more, were required in making 
the round trips in horse-drawn 
wagons. These trips were directly 
across the country from point to 
point, since there were no public 
wagon roads in this part of Tex­ 
as in those days.

PROFFER from page I 
previously, and I believe that an 
examination of the record of my 
first term in the Senate indicates 
a second term well earned. 
“A legislators worth is fre­ 
quently determined by his com­ 
mittee appointments. I have been 
fortunate ever since I first went 
to the legislature to be on very

committees.

senate particularly seniority adds 
prestige to a member’s appoint 
ments.

County. Mart Burris, one of the 
earliest settlers paid $2.78 in 
July of 1872 to George Stevens, 
sheriff of Wise County, as taxes 
on 200 acres of land in the 
Brushy Creek Valley one mile 
east of Sunset and thereby be­ 
came the first property taxpayer 
in this area. Back in those years 
the county sheriff collected the 
taxes. 
Soon after establishment of the 
grocery business, Smith applied 
for establishment of a post of­ 
fice at his place. In the applica­ 
tion he suggested “Smithville” as 
a name for the office. But in re­ 
ply to the application, an assis­ 
tant postmaster general in Wash­ 
ington, D. C., said: We have 
already so many ’Smiths’ and 
‘Villes’ in our post office list that 
we feel like suggesting something 
else as a name, so, why not name 
it ‘Sunset’, because it is so far 
toward the setting of the sun?” 
The name was readily accepted 
by Smith, establishment of the 
office was granted, and from 
that time until the present the 
place has been known as ‘Sunset.’ 
Sam Smith, the first merchant, 


became the first postmaster at 
Sunset in 1881. The office busi­ 
ness was kept in the front corner 
of the small grocery store. Mail 
arrived twice a week over a 
horseback route, he carrier made 
a round trip twice a week over a 
route between Gainesville and 
Jacksboro. 
To the rather few 
pioneers of the area this twice a 
week mail delivery into their own 
community was quite a conven­ 
ience. Prior to this they had 
been getting mail at Montague, 
Decatur, or some other place 
miles away. 


The Smith store was near the 
present residence of Mrs. J. R. 
Elrod, southeast of the present 
townsite. 
A few houses were 
erected there directly following 
establishment of the post office 
but progress of the building 
movement was halted there when 
construction of the Fort Worth 
and 
Denver City R a i l r o a d 
through here in 1882 missed the 
Smith place by a considerable 
distance. 
The railroad station 
was erected almost a half mile 
from the Smith store. After the 
building of the station and com- 
nig of train service the town 
building movement centered near 
the station. One and two-story 
frame buildings were constructed 
on both sides of the railroad and 
the main streets parallel with 
the railroad. 
Induced Boom 
Train service to this frontier 
point induced a building boom. 
Newcomers began arriving more 
frequently with the intention of 
permanent location. Merchants, 
physicians, lawyers, trades and 
farmers came from many places 
to locate in this new town and 
area, and soon this was a thriv­ 
ing western town. Farmers erect­ 
ed homes, cleared land and put 
many acres of this area into 
cultivation in the course of a 
very few years from the be­ 
ginning of the building boom. 
Merchandise for supplying the 
trade arrived by car loads and 
products were shipped out by 
car loads. 
The town held this position 
and trade flourished for several 
years. Finally, there was a slight 
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change in the position of the 
town and rock buildings replaced 
many of the old frame business) 
buildings. Trade was excellent for 
a long time following the rock 
building movement. But finally 
business buildings and residences 
began burning down, and in the 
course of a few years Sunset was 
almost wrecked. For the last few 
years the town has been slowly 
rebuilding along U. S. Highway 
81. This places it in a new posi­ 
tion and forms it into a long 
town. The several businesses are 
mostly in the small class but 
trade is holding good. As to 
whether the town will ever re­ 
gain 
population 
and 
business 
activity equal to that of 50 years 
ago is only a guess.

STORY OF SUNSET 


Sunset, Texas (Special)—Sam 
Smith constructed a small house 
on the north side of Wise County, 
on the ridge between Brushy and 
Sandy Creeks, early in 1881, 69 
years ago, and that was the be­ 
ginning of the town now known 
as Sunset. 
The hoose was for 
use as a grocery store. It was 
made 
of 
cottonwood 
lumb r 
sawed from native trees in the 
Brushy Valley east of Sunset 
where one of the early settlers 
had installed a small circle saw 
mill in the open by a lake of 
water. 
The house was covered 
with boards made from native 
post oak timber cut near the 
building site. 
The house was stocked with a 
small line of groceries and the 
store became the trading center 
for the few pioneer families of 
the area. Goods to keep the store 
supplied 
for 
the 
trade 
were 
hauled in wagons for quite a dis­ 
tance. Some were brought over 
(from 
Gainesville, 
some 
from 


I Fort Worth and some from other 
I points farther away. Three days, 
or more, were required in making 
the round trips in horse-drawn 
wagons. These trips were directly 
across the country from point to 
point, since there were no public 
wagon roads in this part of Tex­ 
as in those days. 
Mention of this first house on 
the north side of Wise County 


may at first appear rather odd, 
since Sunset is now a M ontague' 
County town. Back in the earlier 
pioneer years a large part of the 
Sunset area was in Wine County 
but Montague County finally won 
in a hard-fought law suit between 
the two counties over the right 
to the town. This decision set­ 
tled a county-line dispute which I 
had lasted for several years. The 
line between the two counties J 
was permanently established just I 
south of Sunset instead of north. I 
The first property tax paid in 
the Sunset area went to Wise 
See STORY on page 12. col.

County. Mart Burris, one of the 
earliest settlers paid $2.78 in 
July of 1872 to George Stevens, 
sheriff of Wise County, as taxes 
on 200 acres of land in the 
Brushy Creek Valley one mile 
east of Sunset and thereby be­ 
came the first property taxpayer 
in this area. Back in those years 
the county sheriff collected the 
taxes. 
Soon after establishment of the 
grocery business, Smith applied 
for establishment of a post of­ 
fice at his place. In the applica­ 
tion he suggested “Smithville” as 
a name for the office. But in re­ 
ply to the application, an assis­ 
tant postmaster general in W ash­ 
ington, D. C., said: We have 
already so many ‘Smiths’ and 
‘Villes’ in our post office list that 
we feel like suggesting something 
else as a name, so, why not name 
it ‘Sunset’, because it is so far 
toward the setting of the sun?” 
The name was readily accepted 
by Smith, establishment of the 
office was granted, and from 
that time until the present the 
place has been known as ‘Sunset.’ 
Sam Smith, the first merchant, 


became the first postmaster at 
Sunset in 1881. The office busi­ 
ness was kept in the front corner 
of the small grocery store. Mail 
arrived twice a week over a 
horseback route, he carrier made 
a round trip twice a week over a 
route between Gainesville and 
Jacksboro. 
To the rather few 
pioneers of the area this twice a 
week mail delivery into their own 
community was quite a conven­ 
ience. Prior to this they had 
been getting mail at Montague, 
Decatur, or some other place 
miles away. 


The Smith store was near the 
present residence of Mrs. J. R. 
Elrod, southeast of the present 
townsite. 
A few houses were 
erected there directly following 
establishment of the post office 
but 
progress 
of the 
building 
movement was halted there when 
construction of the Fort Worth 
and 
Denver City 
R a i l r o a d 
through here in 1882 missed the 
Smith place by a considerable 
distance. 
The railroad station 
was erected almost a half mile 
from the Smith store. After the 
building of the station and com- 
nig of train service the town 
building movement centered n e a r( 
the station. One and two-story | 
frame buildings were constructed 
on both sides of the railroad and 
the main streets parallel with 
the railroad. 
Induced Boom 
Train service to this frontier 
point induced a building boom. 
Newcomers began arriving more 
frequently with the intention of 
permanent location. Merchants, 
physicians, lawyers, trades and 
farm ers came from many places 
to locate in this new town and 
area, and soon this was a thriv­ 
ing western town. Farmers erect­ 
ed homes, cleared land and put 
many acres of this area into 
cultivation in the course of a 
very few years from the be­ 
ginning of the building boom. 
Mex-chandise for supplying the 
trade arrived by car loads and 
products were shipped out by 
car loads. 
The town held this position 
! and trade flourished for several 
i years. Finally, there was a slight 
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change in the position of the 
town and rock buildings replaced 
many of the old frame business! 
buildings. Trade was excellent for 
a long time following the rock 
building movement. But finally 
business buildings and residences 
began burning down, and in the 
course of a few years Sunset was 
almost wrecked. For the last few 
years the town has been slowly 
rebuilding along U. S. Highway 
81. This places it in a new posi­ 
tion and forms it into a long 
town. The several businesses are 
mostly in the small class but 
trade is holding good. As to 
whether the town will ever re­ 
gain 
population 
and 
business 
activity equal to that of 50 years 
ago is only a guess.

WITHOUT METERS 
WITHOUT MONEY 


As the deadline nears for determining the fate o f Deeatur's 
narking meters, the City Council again wishes to point out the advan­ 
tages of these meters in urging citizens to give them every consi or­ 
ation when they vote July I. 


Since the installation of the parking meters in October, 1949, the 
city of Decatur has realized approximately $3000 in revenue which is 
being used and will continue to be used toward the im P r o ^ m e n t of 
citv streets, the purchase of maintenance machinery and toward any 
other improvement which the city needs. 


At the nresent rate of pay, the meters will be paid for in three 
years^ and afteTthaf time the city will get all the money derived 
from the meters. This will amount to about $7500 a year. 


On the other hand, if the meters are removed, the city will be 
back where it started a year ago—without meters and without mon­ 
ey with which to do repair and maintenance work. 


Parking congestion around the square is certain to return if the 
meters are voted out. 


A recent count showed IOO cars parked in alleys in the rear of 
stores around the square. When these cars are returned to the 
square, should meters be taken out, there would remain only about 
50 parking spaces for customers. 


Everybody remembers the Saturdays when there were mr me­ 
ters here. The congestion of cars and trucks parked and double- 
parked around the square was enough to discourage even the most 
hardy shopper. 


The ones who arrived first got the parking places and didn t 
leave them. Cars parked at 8:00 o’clock rn the morning w o u l d remain 
in the same place all day and anybody coming to town on Saturday 
afternoon was usually out of luck as far as finding a parking p ace 
was concerned. 


Busy weekdays, such as first Monday, found the situation just 
as bad Even on the average weekday, the situation was bad enough 
to discourage many country people from coming to town. 


Take a look around the square now. Do you see the same situa­ 


tion? 


Parking meters are a sign of progress in almost any town or 
city in the United States. They have solved the parking problem 
and, at the same time, have brought financial benefits to the city. 
They have done the same thing in Decatur. 


We believe the comment of one woman shopper reflects the at­ 
titude of most citizens. “Before the parking meters were installed, 
I had to drive two or three blocks away from the store where I 
wanted to shop,” the woman said. “Now, I can park my car in front of 
the store, do my shopping in a hurry, and get back home in only a 
few minutes time.” 


Let the people who feel this way vote on July I. Decatur is a pro­ 
gressive city and the parking meters are one symbol of its progress.
